Arrangements are underway to as- 
sure the continuance of Narberth's 
time-honored observance of the Birth- 
day of the Nation. It is expected 
lhat the attendance on the Play- 
ground the coming Fourth will be 
more numerous than on any previ- 
ous anniversary, inasmuch as it is 
believed Borough residents will be 
disposed to keep closer to home in 
this year which the locusts hath cat- 
en than was the case when tomor- 
row's ale and cakes were more or less 
assured facts. 

The usual request for funds, it is 
stated, will be in the mails next week, 
a personal request to each member of 
the community who is known to have 
the will to help along on worth-while 
things, and who can usually devise a 
way to do what should be done. 

Last year it was estimated that 10,- 
000 persons witnessed the pyrotech- 
nic displays and the affair was de- 
scribed as the finest thing of its kind 
in the Philadelphia section. This year, 
it is claimed, a greater demonstra- 
tion will be possible at a lesser cost 
and the committee in charge advises 
that special consideration will be giv- 
en to exhibits acclaiming the life and 
deeds of General George Washington 
as part of the Bi-Centennial observ- 
ance;

V. Noel and the Declaration of In- 
dependence will be read. A new feat- 
ure of the program will be the sing- 
ing of "America" and "The Star Span- 
gled Banner" by the assembled mul- 
titude, under skilled direction.

The Business Council decided to erect 
a suitable sign and keep the lot clean, 
and assume responsibility for the 
space if Borough Council will accept 
a nominal rent for it.

P. M., next Wednesday, which all re- 
tail merchants who conduct business 
in Narberth are invited to attend.

Work was started this week on the 
improvement of Haverford avenue 
from Essex to Wynnewood avenues, 
which is being done by the Borough 
and County with the County bearing 
most of the cost of the improvement. 

As the result of a recent inspec- 
tion by the County Engineer, it was 
found that more excavation would 
have to be made than was originally 
proposed. This extra grading would 
increase the total cost of the project 
from $6500 to $7400. 

The County Commissioners agreed 
to increase the appropriation to 
$7400 provided that the Borough 
would pay an additional $300 making 
a total contribution from the Borough 
of $1300. The County authorities 
also asked that Narberth furnish two 
trucks and one steam roller to the 
County, remove the grand stand in 
the line of construction, build the 
curb and sidewalk at Wynnewood 
road, and lower the existing storm 
sewer to the bed of the cartway. 

The terms set forth by the County 
Commissioners were stated in the re- 
port of the Borough Highway and 
Sewer Committee, of which Robert 
P. Wood is chairman, and approved 
by Council on Monday night. 

A letter from the Burgess, Henry 
A. Frye, to the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road was also included in the report 
calling attention to the proposed im- 
provement of Haverford avenue, and 
stating that the improvement was 
being made without reference to the 
actual boundary lines between the 
railroad and the property of the Bor- 
ough. No curb will be placed along 
the side of the street faced with the 
railroad property, it was stated.

Gentlemanly -^Police Dept., 

Aim, Says Smith at Rotary 

"The days of the knock-down--and 
drag-out type of policeman have gone 
in Lower Merion," said Superintend- 
ent Charles P. Smith, speaking before 
the Bala-Cynwyd-Narbarth Rotary 
Club Tuesday. "We are trying to 
maintain a gentlemanly department, 
devoted to public protection." 

The many functions of the Town- 
ship police organization.which includes 
102 men, were explained. Not only 
do they patrol Lower Merion and Nar- 
berth in three squads daily, but ate 
called upon for many special duties. 
Among these the speaker told of wel- 
fare work, protection of school chil- 
dren, etc. 

"Our men are instructed to be cour- 
teous to motorists, but to keep a close 
check on traffic violations. We real- 
ize that no motorist is ever wrong 
when he gets to court, but it is some- 
times necessary to get a man off the 
road for his own good. This is par- 
ticularly true when liquor is in- 
volved." 



The impositions of fines and costs 
on chronic offenders of traffic and 
parking violations was recommended 
at the June meeting of the Narberth 
Borough Council Monday night. 

The attention of Council was di- 
rected to the matter in the report of 
the Public Safety Committee, which 
pointed out that 223 warning tags had 
been issued thus far this year, but 
that no summonses had been issued. 

"We realize the futility of the po- 
lice," the report stated, "in their job 
unless there is a definite action on the 
part of the Burgess in issuing sum- 
monses and having offenders heard 
either before the Burgess or a magis- 
trate who will impartially and ade- 
quately administer just penalties to 
those proven guilty." 

As the result of an informal dis- 
cussion it was decided to establish a 
traffic court to sit regularly in the 
Council Chamber to hear cases of traf- 
fic and parking violations. It will be 
presided over by a magistrate or Bur- 
gess Henry A. Frye, who is working 
out the details of the plan. It is ex- 
pected that the new system of deal- 
ing with offenders will go into effect- 
by the first of the month. 

A change in the parking regula- 
tions on Essex, Forest and Narberth 
avenues, from one hour parking on 
the west side, to one hour parking on 
both sides of these streets, was ap- 
proved by Council. 

In explanation of this change the 
report of the Public Safety Commit- 
tee stated: "In extending the park- 
ing regulations your Committee does 
not desire to have the police interfere 
with parking by legitimate shoppers. 
We realize the need for complete ■ co-* 
operation between the Burgess and our 
officers in enforcing parking rules in 
the business area Proper enforce- 
ment of the regulation would result in 
much convenience to legitimate shop- 
pers and benefit to the merchants." 

The Tax Collector's list of exonera- 
tions due to duplications, removals 
and death was read at the meeting. 
It amounted to a total of $1223.65 and 
exonerated 516 persons.

The possibility of criminal prose- 
cution of one or more officials of the 
Merion Title and Trust Company was 
hinted this week in a statement by 
Dr. William G. Gordon, State Sec- 
retary of Banking. The statement 
followed the arrest of three men in 
connection with the closing of the 
Northwestern Trust Co. 

Dr. Gordon stated that sweeping in- 
vestigations are being made into the 
conduct both of the Main Line insti- 
tution and the Franklin Trust Com- 
pany, of Philadelphia. While no in- 
timation was given that any facts 
showing illegal manipulations were in 
the possession of the authorities, the 
statement was made that no one would 
be spared if the investigation showed 
grounds for prosecution. 

The Merion Title and Trust Com- 
pany, which closed October 28, 1931, 
showed a shrinkage so great that the 
payment to depositors may be as lit- 
tle as 30 per cent.

"CIRCA" IS USED OFTEN 



Due to the great interest evidenced 
during the past week in the poll being 
conducted by "Our Town" on the pro- 
posed merger of the Borough of Nar- 
berth with Lower Merion Township, 
it will be continued as long as public 
interest warrants. 

To date 325 residents have register- 
ed their views, approximately 150 
more than attended the public meet- 
ing held at the Narberth School, at 
which the merger was voted down by 
a seven-to-one vote. 

The vote now stands at 265 opposed 
to the merger, with 60 in favor of the 
step. Eighteen per cent, of the resi- 
dents voting would prefer Narberth 
to become a part of the Township, 
while 82 per cent, are satisfied to 
have Narberth remain a Borough. The 
majority for the "anti-mergerites" is 
nearly four and one-half to one. 

As there are approximately 2000 
taxpaying residents who are entitled 
to vote on the question, it is felt that 
a larger majority, if given &e oppor- 
tunity, will indicate their view, either 
for or against. 

Another coupon is printed in this 
issue of "Our Town" and additional 
ballots will be available at Davis' and 
the Post Office to facilitate voting. 
Coupons may be deposited in the boxes 
at Davis' and the Post Office or mail- 
ed to "Our Town." 

The results of the balloting will be 
tabulated again in next week's issue. 



A chronology of the books of the 
Bible has recently been compiled by 
the Rev. Robert E. Keighton, pastor 
of the Baptist Church of the Evangel, 
Narberth. 

The dating of the books of the Bi- 
ble presents many difficulties, Mr. 
Keighton points out. Among them are 
the several schools of scholars, the 
fact that books are frequently compi- 
lations and represent several authors 
and different times, that some cover 
long periods, and that evidence is 
rarely clear and frequently is a mat- 
ter of personal judgment. 

Any student of ancient literature, 
he says, soon becomes accustomed to 
the word "circa," meaning "around 
the time of." It is a critical as well 
as a chronological word. 

The chronology follows: 

The Old Testament: 

800-700 B. C. — Amos, Hosea, Isaiah 
(1-39) , Micah. 

700-600 B. C.—Nahum, Zephaniah, 
probably Habakkuk. 

600-500 B. C— Jeremiah, Ezekiel, 
Job, Obadiah, Lamentations, Haggai, 
Zechariah (1-8), Isaiah (40-66), Job, 
Psalms begun. 

500-400 B. C— Jonah, Ruth, Ec- 
clesiastes, Malachi, Completion of the 
Hexeteuch (First Six Books). 

400-300 B. C— Song of Songs, Es- 
ther, Chronicles, Ezra, Nehemiah, 
Zechariah (9-14), Final Editing of 
Judges, Samuel, Kings. 

200-100 B. C— Daniel, Proverbs 
completed.

Does Indifference Rule? 

The announcement this week of 
the results to date in the straw vote 
on the merger would appear to 
indicate that the majority of the 
taxpaying residents of Narberth 
are apathetic to the future of the 
Borough. 

A fairly sizeable and articulate 
group, including many of the older 
residents feel that despite higher 
taxes, the Borough status should 
be retained. If, however, these 
residents who favor the retention 
of the Borough cannot show that 
there are at least 700 taxpaying 
citizens of a like mind, there is 
still hope for those who would 
scrap the Borough. Under the 
State law a petition seeking nulli- 
fication of a borough charter must 
bear the signatures of two thirds 
of the taxpaying residents before 
it will be considered by the Courts. 

Therefore the procedure for 
those opposed to a merger of Nar- 
berth with Lower Merion Township 
is to indicate through the poll being 
conducted by this paper that it 
will be virtually impossibe to se- 
cure the necessary signatures. 

We cannot believe that the resi- 
dents of Narberth are too indiffer- 
ent to give the matter serious 
consideration. AVe do not hold a 
brief either for or against the pro- 
posal. Our object is to present the 
facts adequately and impartially 
and let the citizens form their own 
opinion based on them. 

As one of the chief parties con- 
cerned, we feel that the School 
Board sho\ild state its position 
officially on the merger. The whole 
agitation developed out of consid- 
eration of a school problem. The 
question is not whether Narberth 
children are getting as good an 
education in the Narberth School 
as is given to Township children 
attending Lower Merion Schools. 
The consistent manner in which 
Narberth pupils win scholastic 
honors at Lower Merion High 
School affords ample testimony to 
the excellent preparation given 
them at the Narberth School. 

The problem is rather an eco- 
nomic one with which the School 
Board is increasingly unable to 
cope. Almost half of its revenue 
is now paid by the Narberth School 
District to Lower Merion for tui- 
tion of ninth grade and senior high 
school pupils. Tuition expenses 
have increased while the available 
revenue has remained stationary. 
True the revenue could be increas- 
ed by a higher tax rate but it 
would be a bold school board in- 
deed which would contemplate 
such a step in these times. The 
School district is also facing a 
mounting deficit which must be 
met somehow. 

When the Borough end of the 
picture is considered, the saving 
under a merger would not be suffi- 
cient in the opinion of many to 
justify the scrapping of an effici- 
ent and compact local government 
which is very responsive to the 
needs and desires of its citizens. 

The poll will be continued so 
long as interest warrants with the 
hope that a decisive majority opin- 
ion either one way or another, will 
be registered.
